From the Leiden Gazette, dated July 19. 


HEY write from Vienna of the 7th 
inftant, that two days before they re- 
ceivd Advice, that the Malecontents 
of Hungary, after their Defeat at 
Olha rallied, and march’d in a Body 
to Mongatz: Butthat the Prince de Montecuculi 
having pafs'd the Tibifcus with fome Troops, fur- 
priz’d them, kill’d on the Place, and put the reft 
tothe Rout; that Prince Ragotzi who was at the 
Head of them efcap’d very narrowly,one of his Pages 
being kill'd,and his Valet de Chambre taken Prifoner: 
5 Standards were taken from theRebels. Thefe Letters 
add, that the Departure of Prince Eugene for Italy, 
is deferr'd for a while ; and that in the mean time 
he has remitted Bills thither for 5 or 600000 Ducats, 
From the Harlem Courant, dated July 21. 

Baji', July 11. The French Ambaffador, Monfieur 
de Puifiewx, has acquainted the Deputies of the Can- 
tons of Rern and Zurich at Baden, that he has 
Orders from the King his Mafter to reprefent to 
them, thar his Mafefty is very much diflatisfied at 
their Priecipals having oppos’d their Arms to his on 
the Frontiers of Germany ; and that if they do not 
withdraw their Troops out of Lindau, or if they 
fend any more Forces into the Places belonging to 
the Imperialifts on the Lake of Conftance, he would 
look upon them as Enemies and treat them accor- 
dingly. Who return’d. his Excellency this Anfwer, 
That as their Principals had not intermeddled in the 
King of France’s Affairs, they hoped the King would 
not offer to prefcribe Rules to them, nor take it ill 
if they oppos’d Force with Force ; And therefore, 
that they would not -withdraw their Protection from 
Lindau and the other Places belonging to the Impe- 
tialifts on their ‘Borders. .

Lorrain, July 14. The French Letters fay the 
Marthal de Vauban, having attended the King and 
his Minifters thrice,is gone for Strasburg. The ae 
de Thoulouze was to {et out from Paris on the roth, 
to be at Thoulon on the 15th, and put to Sea on the 
17th. They give out at Paris, that by the 15th the 
Duke of Burgundy will have 55 Battailions and 70 
Squadrons under his command, and will then at- 
tempt ‘fomething confiderable. The Captain of the 
Marthal de Bouffler’s Guards who bri ught the News 
of the Fight at Eckeren, was rewarded with 1000 
Crowns, 

- Bafil, July 10. The Marfhal de Vauban and Mon- 
fieur de Melac are come to Strasburg ; where 300 
Waggons loaded. with Ammunition of ail forts, and 
4 Bactallions, arriv’d on the 7th; and ‘tis faid more 
are expected. 

Frankfort, July 15. The Enemy in marching up 
from Langenicheydel towards Strasburg, fuffer’d 
very much through the badnefs of the Ways, and loft 
abundance of Men by Defertion. The Imperial Ge- 
nefals have fince fent a Detachment of Horfe and 


Dragoons to Kroon-Weyffenburg. The Deferters 


affure us, that after the French have refted a while, 
to refreth themfelves, they will repafs the Rhine and 
fall into the Kintziger Dale: To which end the Go- 
vernour of Fort Kehl is order'd to mend the Ways. 
and repair the Bridges that are to be pafs'd in that 
March. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 19. 

From the Camp near Lillo, July 16. On the 14th 
the Troops of which this Camp is form’d, being 
drawn out in Battallia, General Slangenburg made 
them the following Compliment. 

‘ Their High and Mighty Lordthips the States 
‘ General, and their Noble and Mighty Lordthips 
* the Council of State, have commanded me to re- 
‘ turn Thanks on their part, to you the Superior and 
‘ Inferior Officers, and you the Soldiers, for the Bra- 
‘ very, Courage, and Zeal, you fhew’d in the Battle 
‘ fought on the 30th of laft Month. I am order’d 
‘to tell you, that on all Occafions, they will give 
‘ you Proofs of their Acknowiedgment. This Honour 
‘ of giving you Thanks, is the more pleafing to me, 
‘ in regard-I had that of Commanding inChief in that 
Action. 

The 4 Regiments that, fuffer’d moft in the Fight 
at Eckeren, have receiv’d Orders to go into Quar- 
ters, viz. that of Fagel to Grave, that of Freyfheim 
to the Hague, that of Weyghe to Swol, and that of 
Naffau Saarbruk to Bolduc: And the Regiment of 
My Lord Lorne, two Regiments of the Troops of 
Zell, a Battallion of the Regiment of T{cherner, and 
the Regiment of Lillemarais, will come hither in their 
room, 

The Enemies Army being encamp'd without their 
Lines, we expect the Duke of Marlborough. will 
alfo decamp ; And we are order’d ro be at our Arms 
on the firft Signal. General Cochorn has. caus'd a 
Bridge to be laid over the Schelde between Lillo 
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and Liefkenthoek, to facilicate the Communication 
of his Troops with ours and the Grand Army: That 
General is pofted fo advantageosfly, that it will be 
very difficult, not to fay impoilible, for the Enemy 
to diflodge him. Befides the Fort of Kildrecht,which 
he rook {ame days ago, he has made himfelt Matter 
of Forc Rouge, and that call’d the Devil's Houle. 
Hague, July 18. General Slangenberg’s Adjutant, 
who brought hither the Standards, Coloyrs,and Ket- 
tle Drums, taken at Eckeren, has been prefented 
with a Medal and Chain of Gold on the part of the 
States General. Who have order'd a certain Sum of 
Money to be given as a Reward for each Standard, 
Colours, and Kettle-Drum, to the Perfons that took 
them; to which end the General Officers are di- 
rected to fignifie the Names and Qualities of thofe 
Perfons, and how long they have been in the Service. 


Falmouth, July 10. Yefterday a Fleet which con- 
fifted of above 300 Sail, compoied of Men of War 
and Merchant Ships under Sir Cloudfly Shovell,pais'd 
by this place to the Weltward. Three days agua 
Merchane Ship of 24 Guns,brought in a French Ship 
of 16 Guns, laden with Wines from Bourdeaux.
